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Who*s in charge? Some Chicagoans PO’d when places don’t take plastic 



Ever had a cab driver heave a sigh when you 
use a credit card? Kristine Gasman says that's 
nothing. 

“Pve had them get very angry even when 
there's a sticker on the side of the taxi. It's 
like, 'You clearly displayed to me that you ac- 
cept Visa,' ” the 2 4-year- old Lincoln Lark resi- 
dent said, 

'I'he city of Chicago requires taxis to have 
equipment to accept all major credit cards, 
but some customers complain that drivers 
give them a hard time for not paying with 
cash. Some even say cabbies claim too often 
that the credit card machine is broken. 

'‘Almost every other [bleeping] time,” R iver 
Russell, 21, of T^keview said. “They're prob- 
ably faking it. It probably does work and they 
just want cash.” 

The Chicago Department of Business Af- 
fairs and Consumer Protection, which licens- 
es taxicabs, says it does receive complaints 
about taxi drivers not taking credit cards. 

“It's a \iolation and a fine,” spokeswoman 
Efrat Stein said. “My suggestion would be for 
passengers to file a complaint with the taxicab 
number and the time and date." 

Most cab drivers are independent contrac- 
tors who lease their cabs from taxi companies 
for a monthly rate. Drivers also pay credit 
card processing fees to the cab company. 

At Yellow Cab, drivers pay 5 percent of the 
fare to svdpe a credit card, which is standard 
across the industry, CEO Mike Levine said, 
'lliis percentage covers the costs his company 
pays in swipe fees to banks and to rent the 
credit card terminals, he said. 

When he receives complaints of drivers 
not taking credit cards, Levine says he inves- 
tigates them and takes action if necessary but 
drivers usually are just frustrated. Most of the 
time drivers still accept the credit card, he 
said, “but they grumble.”

When Kristine Gasman belEes up to the late-night bar, she's 
usually thinking about cocktails— not credit cards. 

“If you've been to other bars, the top thing on your mind 
isn't, ‘Oh, I've gotta get cash before we go to this 4 a.m. bar,' ” 
she said. So if the place turns out to be cash-only, Gasman and 
her friends sometimes just call it a night. 

Gasman, 24, of Lincoln Park, is among Chicagoans who've 
been caught off-guard ’when businesses don't take credit or 
debit cards. 

Whether protecting their bottom Lines from bank foes or 
protecting your credit score, many Chicago bars, restaurants 
and small businesses will accept pa}mients only in cash. It's a 
hassle, some customers say, but new federal laws might entice 
more establishments to accept payments with plastic. 

Banks charge businesses an average of 44 cents to swipe your 
credit card, netting them S16 billion a year, according to 
Federal Reserve data. Congress said these swipe fees 
(officially called “interchange fees”) were too steep 
and called on the Fed last year to cap them. 'I'he mes- 
sage was received, and the Fed recently voted to set 
swipe fees at 21 cents a transaction beginning Oct. i. 

Regardless of the fee, it's often in a business' best 
interest to take cards, said Darren Ifistano, execu- 
tive vice president of lechnomic, a food-service in- 


dustry research firm. 

“There are a lot of negatives to being cash-only the biggest 
of which is risking the security of your money” Tristano said. 

And if a business doesn’t take plastic, customers such as Joe 
Hirsch can sometimes get frustrated. 

“It’s 2011,” he said. “We live in a card-based society” 

Hirsch, 21, of Lakeview, also sees carrying cash as riskier. 

“If I get mugged, I want my cards to get stolen, not $100 in 
cash,” he said. 

Rebekah Karrenbrock, 22, of Wicker Park, describes cash- 
only policies as inconvenient, but not a deal-breaker. “I guess 
you just begin planning on it,” she said. 

But some Chicagoans don't think paying with cash is a prob- 
lem. “I don't know what everyone's big deal with cash is,” said 
Brian O'Quinn, 28, of Humboldt Park. “Y hey are always really 
annoyed, lliey're like, '[Bleep] that— that place is cash-only, I 
don't want to go there.' ” 

O'Quinn, a carpenter, said he doesn't Like to use plastic un- 
less he has to, but he does have one issue with cash-only estab- 
lishments. 

“All the guys I work with always just have credit cards,” he 
said, “so when we go out to, like, Sultan's in Lincoln Park, I al- 
ways have to spot them.” 

At Earwax Cafe in Wicker Park, customers usually aren't too 
put off when they find out the restaurant doesn't take credit 
cards, according to general managerjeff Wilson. He said peo- 
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Sometimes we complain 
about having to gel cash 
before hitting a business 
that doesn’t take credit 
cards— but sometimes we 
don’t mind at aii.

“Our prices aren’t that high— entrees are under 
S to,” Wilson said. ^‘People come in and want to use 
a credit card for a cup of coftee, but the fees are 
hard to justify” Ear wax w^ould pay about 25 cents 
on a $1.75 cup of coffee, according to owner Cindy 
Murray 

Some businesses say they don't take plastic for 
other reasons. 

Chilam Balam Cocina Mexicana in Lakeview 
is cash-only for the sake of its customers' bottom 
lines, according to owner Soraya Rendon. 

“We want people to spend what they have,” she 
said. “We don’t want to contribute to national debt.” 

But could lower transaction fees sway her into 
getting a credit card machine? 

“Maybe I’ll consider it,” she said. “I wouldn’t say 
100 percent.” 

At Boiler Room in Logan Square, the manage- 
ment takes an anti-establishment point of view 

“A big part of our M.O. is doing things locally in 
a green manner, cutting out the big guys,” general 
manager Andy Gould said. “In keeping with that, we 
don’t take credit cards because we don’t want to sup- 
port the man.” 

(Another of Boiler Room’s poHcies: Use the 
ATM, which costs $2.75 plus any fees charged by 


your bank, and get a free shot of Jameson.) 

But sticking it to the man can mean inconve- 
niencing customers, Trista no said, 

‘At the end of the day you’re going to generate 
more business by accepting more forms of pay- 
ment,” he said, “And if you think about Millennials, 
they’d like to pay with their phones ” 

That sounds like Gasman. She deposits checks 
with her iPhone and has no need for the Chase 
Bank near her apartment, “I don’t think IVe set 
foot in that bank once,” she said, pausing. “Actually, 
I’ve raced to their ATM to get cash to go to Ravens 
late-night.”

Off to a good start 


By Lisa Arnett 

The story: “Namaste” is the greeting you’ll hear 
when you walk into this new Indian restaurant 
in River North, which is next door to (and shares 
restrooms with) much larger sibling restaurant Roka 
Akor Sushi & Steak. The concept is a healthy spin 
on Indian cuisine, replacing the traditional base of 
ghee (clarified butter) with olive oil, making most 
dishes 500 calories or less. 

The scene: Mosaic tiles and glass lanterns shimmer 
in spicy hues, from tumeric’s amber to the scarlet of 
saffron. Tabletop vases are filled with spices such as 
cumin and coriander, and cards with photos explain 
each of their health benefits. 

The food: My server recommended two signature ap- 
petizers: chickpea ceviche (fresh and light, swapping 
the usual seafood for the protein-packed beans, $6.95) 
and lamb chops ($14.95), which were perfectly pink 
and seasoned with a subtle, fiery blend of seven spices. 
Instead of a laundry list of curries, masalas and vinda- 
loos, entrees are consolidated into a choose-your-own 
section where you select your veggie, meat and sauce 
to match with rice, noodles or quinoa ($9.45-$i4.45).

The drinks: A wine list (with plenty of bottles for 
$25 or less) adds to the heart-healthy intentions, 
and Indian beers include Maharaja stout and Flying 
Horse lager. For lunch or non-boozers, mango lassi 
(a yogurt-based drink, $3.95) makes for a supreme 
spice extinguisher. 

Seating tip: The chef’s bar seating has great views of 
what’s coming out of the kitchen, but it’s pretty toasty 
On a summer day I’d choose the regular bar or dining 
room for a cooler meal (and a back on my chair). 


Bottom line: Bombay definitely fits the bill 
if you’re craving Indian but would like a hipper 
scene than that of your favorite mom-and-pop 
joint. In addition to making Indian cuisine uber- 
accessible for those unfamiliar, it’s also a boon for 
calorie counters, vegetarians and vegans who are 
used to being cornered into just a few options.

The 36-year-old winger played for the 
Sharks last year, although you might 
recognize him from the 10 seasons he 
spent with the Blues.

Rostislav Olesz 

Olesz is the return the Hawks got for 
Brian Campbell (besides unloading his 
contract). Olesz. 25. is a former first- 
rounder but hasn’t put together the type 
of career you’d want from a top pick. The 
Czech left winger scored six goals with 11 
assists in 44 games of an injury-plagued 
season for the Panthers. The Hawks hope 
he can return from knee surgery and ful- 
fill some of his offensive promise. 


Steve Montador 

The Blackhawks traded a pick to the 
Sabres for Montador’s negotiating rights 
and then inked him to a four-year. $11 mil- 
lion deal, making the defenseman their 
biggest offseason investment. Montador, 
31. will bring much-needed toughness to 
the blue line and will be able to chip in 
around 20 points while he fills one of the 
top four defense spots. 


The well-traveled defenseman signed 
a one-year. $850,000 deal, making the 
Hawks his ninth organization after play- 
ing for the Flyers last year. O’Donnell, 39, 
is a veteran known more for his physi- 
cal play than his scoring. In 1,173 NHL 
games, he's tallied 222 poinls-but 1.786 
penalty minutes. He'll fight to be a top six 
defender.
